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Socrates contrary to that which men belieyed of 
him, and thereupon was derided as an ignorant 
pretender, Socrates himſelfe did acquit the man 
from that Imputation , confeſſing that he had 
right! judged of his naturall inclinations , 
which onely the ſtudy of Philoſophy had alterd 
and over-ruled. 

Thus as Hard Bones being ſteeped in Vinegar 
and Aſhes (as * Platarch notes) doe loſe their 
Nature , and grow ſo ſoft, that they may bee cut 
with a thred ; So Þ the- tougheſt, and moſt nn- 
bended Natures by early and prudent diſcipline 
may be much Re&ifted, though ſtill indeed, like 
Simples of a (trong and predominant reliſh in a 
compounded Medicine, they will give a tinQure 
ro all other ſuper-induced qualicies. 

Socrates himſelfe, norwithſtanding the great 
maſtery which he profeſſed to have gotten over 
the vicious propenſions of his Nature,could not 
yet alwayes bee fo faithfull to hismorall princi 
ples, as not to relapſe, and betray the looſe> 
neſſe of his diſpoſition, And that not onely in 
Anger and Paſhons charged upon him by his 
beſt friends< 4r:foxenus and Porphyr 
ſo in unnaturall obſcenities, the uſua!l ſinne (as 
the 4 Apoſtle notes, and as © Plutarcb confeſſeth) 
even of their great Philoſophers, Whence that 
of the Poet. 2 


Now for Occaſion that alters the naturall 7z- | 


that the Bias of mens Deſires are often turned, 
by reaſon of ſbme ſuddenemergent Occurrenses, 
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contrary to the ſtanding temper and complexion 
of che Body. Thus we reade ſometimes of men 
in Warre , who notwithſtanding of themſelves 
| timorous and fluggiſh; yet being deprived of all 
poſſibility of. flight , and hope of mercy if rhey 
ſhould be conquered, have firangely gained by 
their deſpaires, and gotten great and proſperous 
| ViRories by a forc'd and' unnaturall Forritude. 
An example whereof we have in the Philiſtines, 
who being ſorely terrified with the Ark of the 
Lordin the Camp of 1/rael, reſolved thereupon 
to quit themſelves like men and fight, Nor could 
the band of Scythian flaves, who,endevoured 
to ſhake off their ſervile condition;bere- 
moved from rhat inſolence; till the 
ſight of Rods and Staves and 0- 
ther inſtruments of Feare , 
had driven themback

ſooner begun to ſettle on one, but they are in 
haſte to viſit another. But ſuch men as theſe 
(except endowed with an incredible and uſual! 
felicity of diſpatch ) are no more able to finde 
the uſe , or ſearch the bottome of any Learning, 
than he who rides Poaſt, is to make a Deſcripti- 
on and Map of bis Iourneys : who, though by 
much imployment, he may toyle and ſweat more 
ig travelling from þlace to place ; yet is hee farre 
lefle able to diſcoyer the nature of the: Coun-

Now, the reaſon why ſuch a temperof Minde as 
this, is corruptive tothe Memory, is firſtbecauſe 


of Love; and wee moſt of all remember that, 
which we moſtreſpeR : Omnia que curant memi- 
nerunt; There where the Treaſure is, the Minde 
will be alſo ; There therefore,where our Love is 
moſt conſtant, ovr Memories will be moſt fairth- 
full. So, that ſudden vaniſhing, and broken de- 
fires, which likethe appetite of fick men, are for

any Science , doth from every new Branch and 
Conclufion which he meets with,receive a grea- 
ter clearnefle and more ſtrong impreſſion of his | 
former degrees of Knowledge. Now then, that 
[man who out of impatiency of that Reſtraint, 
cannot endure to goe through an Art, to ſearch 
into the Root, to obſerve the knittings and de- 
pendencies of the parts amongſt themſelves, to 


Principles, tothis or to other Branches; muſt 
needs be ſo much the more forgetfull of what 
he knowes, by how much he is ignorant of thoſe 
other parts whereunto it referreth. 

Other cauſes there are of weakneſle in the 
Memorie ; as namely,a diftruſt,and from thence 


that the uſe of Letters, in gathering Adverſaris 

and ColleRions , is a hinderance to the Memo- | 
ry; becauſe thoſe things which wee have depo - 
ſited to our Desks , wee are the more ſecure and | 
careleſſe to retaine.in our Minds.

24h Now proceed to the Conſequents 
Þ (+2. or EffeRsofthis Paffion : And 
firſt, for the uſeful and profitable 
Effe&s thereof, which may be

Firſt, A Cautelouſneſſe, and 
fruitful #:ſdom for our own welfare, to prevent 
danger, andto reap benefir from that which is at 
enmity with us. For we ſhall obſerve in many 
evils,that no man is brought within the danger, 
who is not firſt drawn into the love of them. All 
inordinate corruptions then moſt deſperately 
wound the Soul when they beguile and entapgle 
it, But the greateſt uſe ofthis Cautzoz,is to learn 
bow to berefit by the Hatred of others ; and as 
learned Phy fitians do, to make an Antidote of 
Poyſern. For as many venomous creatures arc

Concerning the Attribute of Power, moſt cer- 
taine it is that thoſe great parts of Gods work. 
manſhip,Creation, and Redemption, are incemmu. 
nicably belonging unto him as his owne Prero- 
gative Royall, Inſomuch that it were deſperate 
blaſphemy to aſſume unto our ſelves the leaſt re. 
ſemblance of them. Yet in many other proceed. 
ings of Gods workes there is ſome Analogie and 
Refſemblance in the Workes of Men, For firſt, 
what are all the motions and courſes of Nature, 
but the Ordinary workes of God ? All formes 
and intrinſecall Motive Principles are indeed but 

bis Inſtruments; for by hims we live, and move, aud 
have our being, And of all other workes, mans 

only imitate Natare : as Ariſtetleobſerves ofthe 

Workes of .&*t, which peculiarly belong unto 
Man ( all other Creatures being carried by that 
naturall inſtin& , which is Intrinſecally belong- 
ing to their condition, without any manrer of 
Art or variety) The Reſemblances of Nature in 
the Workes of Art are chiefly ſeene in theſe two: 
Proportions : firſt, as Nature dothnothing in 
Vaine, but in all her Works aymes at ſome End, 
the Perfection, or the Ornament,or the Conver ſation 
of the Univerſe ( for thoſe are the three cndsof 


Art all direted by the underſtanding to ſomelj 
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and wy them; his knowledge in the Con-

The ſecond Reſemblance, is betweene the 
Manner and Progreſle of their Workes : for as 
the Method of nature is to proceed ab imper fet71- 
ortbua ad Perfetiora, and per determinata Meaia ad 
ſunm Finem,So Artlikewiſe (as is plaine in thoſe 
which are Mainall)by certain fixed rules, which 
alter not, procceds to the producing of a more 
— effe&, from more roug? and unformed 

eginnings, by the helpe of Lnfiruments appro- 
priated to particular ſervices. But this, becauſe 
it limits Mans dignity, as well as commends it,] 
{orbeare to ſpeake of. Though even herein alſo 
we doe ſeemeto imitate God , who in his great 
worke of Creation did procecd both by ſucceſſi. 
on of Time, and degrees of Pertetion, only it is 
Necefiity in us which was in bim his Vi.

Naturam,ſed per imperium,Not out of the Nature | 


of the SubjeR , but by the command of Rea- 
ſon ſundry formes of Art full of Decency and 
Beauty. 

And for Government , I meane Subordinate, 
and by Derivarion or Indulgence , it is mani- 
feſt that all Creatures inhabiting the World 
with him were ſubdued unto Man 3 and, next un- 
to the Glory of the great Maker, were ordained 
for his ſervice and benefit *; And therefore, 
when ever wee finde any of them hurtfull and 
Rebellious , wee cannot but remember that the 
occaſion thereof was our owre difloyal- 
ty ; they doe but revenge their great Maſtars 
wrong, and, ont of a Faithfull care and jealouſie 
to Preſerve his Honour, renounce their Fidelity 
and Obedience to a Taritour * And indeed how 
can we looke to have our Dominion intire over 
Beaſts and inferiour Creatures , when by conti- 


nuall Enormities we make our ſelves as one of | 


them? 
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building. There is not the meaneſt of Creatures 


ſome needful! uſe tending either unto life , or 
health, or pleaſure, or eaſe, Or facility of opera- 
tion, or ſome one or other end for the ſervice 
of man. 

In the feare that even now God hath placed in 
many great and ſtrong Creatures towards Man , 
ſo that one Childe is able to drive a whole Herd 
of them before him. In the skill which Man 
bath to tame and ſubdue fierce Creatures, which 


even of Vipers, and poyſonous Creatures unto 
wholeſomeends. In the power which he hath to 
&/ira# docile Creatures, as the Elepiant, the 
Dogge,the Horſe, the Bird,toobey the DiQtates,

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The grounds of this Dominion are, 1. The

clſe power let looſe from wiſedome , would pre- 
ſently fill the face of Nature with confuſion and 
diſorder, 3. The Providence of God, implant- 
ing a notable inſtin& of awfulneſle , obedience, 
docility , ſerviceablenefle in the Creatures to- 
wards man; and of wiſedome and-ſagacity in 
man for the-uſe of them. 4. The generall end of 
Gods glory : For the other Creatures cannot 
atively and intentionally dire@ their Faculties 
or Vertues unto God, as having no Knowledge 
of him 3 But man having Gods glory for his own 
end, is able in the Ulſe of all the Creatures (which 
God made for himſelfe ) to contemplate the 
various wiſedome, power, goodneſle, providence 
of God, and todire&rhem all to the ſetting forth 
of his Glory. 

This Dominion ſtandeth firſt in a ſolemmne Del;- 
very, and Seiſin, and poſſeſſion given by God 


unto Man, when the Creatures were either by 


the Miniſtery of Angels, or ſome other a@ of 
ManuduRion brought unto Adam, and put in- 
to his bands, and received names from him in 
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Þ * roken of his ſpeciall authority over them, to 
command them by their names. As the Sub- 
jets of a Prince doe in a more ſolemne manner 
preſent their homage and fealties before him at 
' bis Inauguration, 

Secondly, in a plenary power over them , and 
that Two-fold ; a power to awe, and ſubdue them 
to his government : Let the feareof you and the 
dread of you be upon all living Creatures on the 
urth,crc. Anda power touſethem, Their Na- 
tyres for Contemplation , and Delight. Their 

Abilities, SagaCities,Strength, Swiftneſſe,Sym- 
ithies, Antipathies, unto ſuch ends whereunto 
they ſhould be ſerviceable. Their Lzves and 
* | I Swbſtarceto Aliment, Indument, Ornament, or 
any other uſe , when Mans Neceſſity ſhould re- 
Quire it, 
| Andthis Power of Man over the Creatures, 
was moſt General, reaching to thoſe with whom 
' hee had leaſt ſociety 3 the Fiſhes of the Sea, 
andthe Fowles of Heaven. Moſt Zaſie both by 
reaſon of the 1»/ſtin?# which God put into the 
| Creatures to feare and ferve Man, and of the 
 Wiſedome which hee put into Man to diſcerne 
the natures and firnefle of ſeverall Creatures for 
 ſeverall ſervices, and accordingly toapply them, 
| Moſt Equall and Juſt, without ſinne, tyranny , 
oppreſſion, violence, under which the Creature 
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the Apoſtle ſpeaketh.

ſervice, and rebuking the madnfle of Bale 
49, The loſle and diminution of this Power 


is notably ſeene in this, that mans Authori-. 


ty is periſhed, or much abated over the greatef 
and over the ſmalleſt of Creatures. The one 
with power and ſtrength affright him , the 0- 
ther with nimblenefle, or with number eſcape 
him, The one an exprebration of his weak. 
neflſe,, the other of his vileneſſe. And there- 
fore when God plagued Egypt, hee did it 
not by Lions and Tygers, but by Locuſts, 
and Frogges, and Lice, the weakelt and baſeſt 
Creatures : So hee reſiſted the pride of Pha- 
ra0h, ſo hee conſumed the pride of Herod, ma: 
king baſe things to vindicate his Glory, and 
weake things to execute his Juſtice upon the 
pride of thoſe who thought themſelves Great 
enough to rob him of his Glory , and to outface 
his Juſtice. *

#ah, the Fire to the three Children, and the 
trembling and: feare of wilde Beafts towards

ſerved, both by power in ſubduing the Crea- 
tures, which hee muſt uſe , and by wile-

ſue uato Civill and Honeſt ends. And this is 
evident, not onely by the continuall practiſe of 
Grave and Wiſe men, inall States, Times,

the Soule of Man is made moſt Beloved of God, 
and his Mind, which is allied unto God, is 1t 
ſelfe Divine, and, of all other parts of man, moſt 
Divine. And this made the Serpent uſe that In. 
finuation only, as moſt likely to prevaile, for 
compaſling that curſed and miſerable projet 
of Mans ruine. By meanes of which Fall,though 
Man blinded his Underſtanding, and robb d him- 
ſelfe of this, as of all other bleſſed habits, I 
meane of thoſe excellent Degas thereof, which 
he then enjoyed : yet ſtill the Deſire remaines 
vaſt and impaticnt, and the purſuit ſo violent, 
that it proves ofcen przjudiciall to the eſtate 
both of the Body and Mind, So that it is as true 
now, as ever, that man is by Nature a curious 
and inquiring Creature,of an Aﬀive and reſtleſle 
Spirit, which is never quiet, except in Motion, 
winding it ſelfe. into all rhe paths of Nature ; 
and continually traverfing the World of Know- 
ledge.

land Deity : For whereas in Nature and right Me- 
thod , the Determinations of the Underſtanding 
concerning Happines ſhould precede the purſuit 
of the Will, they on the contrary fide, firſt love 
their Errour, and then they prove it ; as the Aﬀe. 
Aion of an Atheiſt leads him firſt to a Deſire,

The Corruptions of the Deſires faſtened on 
him,are the two extremes of Excefle and Defe@, 
The extremes of Excefle are Superſtition and Ids- 
latry ; a worſhipping of falſe gods,or a falſe wor- 
ſhipping of the True, Both proceeds from the 
confuſed mixture of Originall Blindneſſe, with 
the reliques of naturall Knowledge. This latter 
gives us a fight inthe Theſis and Generall, rhat a 
God there is to be defired: but touching the Hy- 
potheſis, who that Ged is, with the circumſtan- 
ces and manner of his VVorſhip, Nature leaveth 
the Soule by occaſion of the latter in a maze 
of Darknefſe and unavoydable Doubting and 
Uncertainty. So,that Nature gives light enough 
todiſcover the Neceſſity of a Duty ; but not to

Both which(if 4feFedand Voluntary,as uſually 
they are) proceed either from Guilt, or a Conſce- 
ouſneſſe of fearctull Crimes, which make men 
ſtudy to flatter their diſtracted ſpirits in the per- 
ſwaſton that no Judge ſces them 3 or elſe from a 
Senſuality and a Defire and purpoſe to give 1n- 
dulzence to themſelves in their Civil courſes ; 
thinking like that fooliſh Bird, that there is no 
Fowler to catch, no ſnare to intrap chem, iftheir 
Eyes be but ſciled up, and their heads thruſt into 
the hedge of their own darknefle : Though herein 
both the Atheiſts diſcovers Divinity,and the Ig- 
norant perſon Knowledge enough to convince 
their owne Conſciences, and condemne them- 
ſelves. 

The Dignity of mans Will in regard of Ziber- 
ty, confiſteth in the Freedome which it hathto 
chuſe or reje& Means ordained for the Compa(\- 
ſing ſome propoſed End,accordirg as the Under- 
ſtanding ſhall finlthem more or lefle conducible 
for the attainment of it. Ir is, I ſay, achufing | 
of the Meanes : For Ele&ion (as Ariſtotle deter« 
mines) is never of the End, We doe not chuſe, 


rance of preſent inconveniencie : becauſe every 


where there are no intervenient diſcommodities 
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thing is naturally prone to its owne PerteCtion, | 
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to affright it. And yet neither is the Freedome 
ofthe Will any whit impaired by ſuch a neceſſi- 
ty. For as we ſay in Divine Attributes, that 

| God hath perfe&t Power,thongh he cannot finne:; 
| So wee may conclude of the Will, it ſhall is 
the ſtate of Glory\for then only ſhall our utmoſt 
| Good be choſen without any ſhadow oft diſcon- 
venience)have perfeRX Liberty:Notwithſtanding 
it ſhall never be able to Wul an Abſence from 
the Viſion of God 3 ſince the Liberty of ſuch a 
Deſire would be no Liberty, but Imperfe&ion 
and unnaturalnefle. Now of all other PerfeRions, 
this hath, in reſpe& of the utmoſt End,bin quite 
depraved, being now in Corruption; without the 
Aſhſtance of Spirituall or new Infuſed Grace, 
throughly difinabled from ſeeking means,which 
may truly lead tothe fruition of God,and utterly 
captivated and inthralled to the Tyranny of Sin, 
So that this Liberty is left inviolated, only in 
Naturall, Morall, and in Civill Actions 3 Con- 
cerning which,there is a Law in Nature,even the 
reliques and indeleble Foot-prints of mans firſt 
Innoceney,which moderates the Ele&ions of the 
Will for its owne and others Temporall Good.: 
The Domznion and Supreme Command of the 
Will is only over thoſe Powers, to the produQi- 
on of whoſe Operations,it doth by its immediate 
Authority concurre as an #5ſolute Eff;cient,or at 
leaſt,as a Moving Agent.It teacheth not therefore 
fo farre as to the command of the Yegetative 


to digeſt, or our Bodies to grow, becauſe the 
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Power : For we cannot command our Stomacks | |. 
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vegetative facalties, wh were inſtituted not for 
the proper ſervice of Reafon,but of Nature; nei. 
ther teacheth it to an univerſall Command of the 
Senſes , but only by the Mediation of another Fa- 
cuity,over which it hzth more Soveraigne Pow- 
er : As it can hinder Seeing not immediately, 
but by the Locomotive Power,liy cloling the Eyes, 
And the ſaine is true of the Inward Senſes ; for 
the Memory and Imagination often faſten upon 
Obj-&s, which the Defireof the Vill is,ſhould 
not be any way repreſented unto thoſe Powers : 
So likewiſe in the Sexſuive Appetite, when once 
Obje&s belonging thereunto, creep upon the 
Fancy, irregular motions oftentimes violently 
refit the Will, and the Law of the Members 
carrieth men captive from the Law of the Mind, 
Laſtly, the Will hath no Dominion- Abſolute 
and Soveraigne over thoſe Apprehenfions of the 
Ynderftanding, which depends on neceſſary and 
demonſtrative Principles:It can require it not to 
diſcourſe about ſuch Obje&s, and divert it , -but 
it cannot make it aſſent unto them contrary to 
the evidence of Truth demonfirated, Briefly 
then, the Dominion of the VV1ll is partly Man- 

datory, and partly Perſwaſive; The one is Abſo 

Jute, working on meere Paſſive and Obedient 
Facultieszthe other more Conditionall,and upon 
Suppoſition of Regularity or Subjection in the 
Inferior Powers. For the Will hath both an 
Occonomicall Government in reſpect of the body, 
and the Moving Organs thereof,as over Servants: 
and it hath a Pelit/que or Civill Government
